Reminders of De Soto 


Reports of the discovery of traces of Hernando De 
Soto’s famous treasure expedition in a little town In 
North Georgia will excite 
Interest among archaeolo­ 
gists and students of American history. 
The find, the information lndb ates, consists of an Iron 
■word amid a score of skeletons aud ceremonial relics 
which Dr. Moorehead of Phillips Academy, Andover, 
Mass., declares are of a pre-Columbus period. 
Whether 
they will ultimately be accepted as genuine specimens 
of those early days remains to be seen, but In the mean­ 
time it is certain that the Indian mounds of northern 
Georgia arc giving up many reminders of past ages. 
At first glance they would seem to be out of the path 
of the Spanish expedition, but in any event they s*-rve 
to call attention to one of the really colorful episodes 
in the early days of America. 
De Soto, one of the Spanish noblemen who became 
an explorer and conqueror, shared In adventures along 
the Nicaraguan coast aa early as 1523. 
He returned to 
Spain, but what he had learned here filled him with 
the belief that the southern part of this country was 
filled with treasure which cold be compared only with 
the riches of Peru. 
Then it was that De Soto sold all his possessions, 
equipped ships and armed men, and started on a voy­ 
age of conquest. 
Charles V gave him the title of Gov­ 
ernor of Florida and Cuba. 
He landed at Santiago de 
Cuba and established a government on the Island, but 
In Florida he met with resistance from the natives, who 
were killed by the thousands. 
Florida is marked throughout with relics of De Soto’s 
conquering visit. Particularly Is this so in the northern 
part of Florida. 
During one of his engagements with the natives in 
Florida, De Soto was wounded, but pressed Into the 
Interior. 
It 
New Spain, which now is Mexico, that, he became ill and 
died. 
lf the world now Is to accept tho opinion and claims 
of the present-day archaeologists, De Soto then must 
have touched on the border of north Georgia in the 
earlier course of his travels. 
The story of how De Soto's followers hollowed out 
the trunk of an evergreen tree for a coffin, and weighted 
It with armor and sank it in what in now the Mississippi

Tho common name for this ailment 
is "shaking palsy.” The doctors cal! 
it ''paralysis agitans.” 
The chief symptom is the rhythmic, 
regular, trembling of certain muscles. 
There may be nodding of the head, 
I or shaking of the hands. The tremor 
’ never stops after it becomes estab­ 
lished. 
In tlie beginning it may be 
controlled bv effort of will. 
Shaking palsy is rarely met b* fore 
the age of fifty. It attacks men more 
frequently than women. It is almost 
never seen in persons under forty. 
Hard mental work, fetir, anxiety. ar>* 
the chief causes. It sometime.", fol­ 
lows an Injury. 
Before the marked symptoms of 
Parkinson’s disease are noted, there 
may be signs of a disturbed nervous 
system. 
A person heretofore, good­ 
natured and calili, may become cross 
and irritable. 
There is often an inability to sleep. 
For hours the sufferer 
lies 
awake, 
tossing about the bed. A third symp­ 
tom which may be observed before 
the trembling and shaking are no­ 
ticed, is weakness of the arms and 
legs. 
It is not uncommon to have 
a 
peculiar motion of the fingers. The 
thumb rests against the forefinger 
and there is a restlessness of thumb 
and finger with a motion as if the 
victim were rolling a pill between 
them.

proves fatal. It runs a chronic course 
and some acute illness is responsible 
for serious results. 
I have described 
shaking 
palsy 
more for the sake of general Infor­ 
mation than for any other purpose. 
Treatment 
la far from satisfactory, 
but rafter all this is not a thing to 
lament. Since there to very likely to 
be no serious effort, the only thing 
to mourn over is 
the embarrassing 
tremor. The family and friends learn 
to disregard this symptom and the 
afflicted one forgets it. 
The simple rules of hygiene, plain 
food, fresh air. sunlight and the other 
practices everybody 
should 
follow, 
are the important things to remem­ 
ber by the persou troubled with Park­ 
inson’s disease.

erous changes have been made in it to 
meet presidential objections, but. the 
equalization fee, of which Mr. C o o lid g e 
particularly disapproved, remains in 
it. 
If. is questionable whether (lie meas 
lire can lie passed over a presidential 
veto. 
The senate v o te indicated that 
it can lie, but with the full member­ 
ship of the senate present and voting 
if might be a different story. 
Also, 
while the bill is assured of p a ssa g e 
in the house by a substantial majority, 
it is doubtful whether two-thirds of 
the full membership could be muster­ 
ed for veto duty. 
The Coolidge veto is calculated to 
be embarrassing to the Hoover can­ 
didacy.

Jardine Conies To Hoover's Aid. 
A presidential veto, therefore, is not 
calculated to increase Hoover’s stand­ 
ing in tho vast grain belt, which al­ 
ready is the weakest spot in bis po­ 
litical armor.

I.ONDON.—W ith the object of re­ 
ducing the casualty list of those who 
attem p t to conquer the A tlantic ocean 
by air, Lieut. Donald MacMillan, an 
experienced navigating officer of the 
Cunard Line, has planned a scheme 
w hereby Atlantic shipping would act 
as one unbroken chain of organised

would observe its bearing by direc­ 
tional radio. 
W eather R eports. 
Then they would transm it data, in 
eluding w eather reports, to the plot­ 
ting—o r main ship— in their lone, 
and the navigator 
of 
the 
plotter 
would collate the reports and tran s­ 
m it them to the airm en. The ’plane 
would thus be guided throughout b s 
journey. 
Lieut. 
MacMillan has approached 
the biggest navigating and shipping 
concern here to act as a coordinating 
body in the organisation of his plan. 
This company is in touch with hund­ 
reds of navigators serving in Atlantic 
vessels. 
“Provided the cooperation of all 
concerned were obtained the scheme 
could be offered to any airm an who 
asked for it,” Captain Coombs, m an ­ 
ag er of the insurance company, told 
International News Service. 
"It Is 
not anticipated th at the position will 
be obtainable a t every hour, nor is it 
certain, owing to technical difficulties 
th a t a plane could receive such in­ 
formation should it be available. 
W ould Be Useful. 
"But a great deal of useful work 
could be done. Correct Information on 
the direction of the prevailing swell, 
for instance, would enable the airm en 
to verify his course.
